LONDON, July 2% (UP).—A So- 
viet military mission recently re- 
turned from consultations in Mos- 
cow prepared tonight to depart for 
Washington to discuss United 
States aid to the Soviet Union, fol- 
lowing conferences among high 
— — 

Ivan Maisky. 

The mission, it was revealed, will 
be headed by Lieut. Gen. Filip 
Ivanovitch Golikov, chief of a Red 
Army delegation sent to London 
immediately after the outbreak of 
the Soviet-German conflict a month 
ago. 

Some reports indicated that Goli- 
kov, who is woiderstood to have 
worked out with British military 
leaders a plan of joint strategy 
against Germany under terms of 
the new Anglo-Soviet alliance, 
might arrive in the United States 
by plane this weekend. 

Accompanying him will be Col. 
Alexander Rapin, Soviet army en- 
gineering expert whose position 
would appear to indicate that ques- 
tions of arms and munitions for 
the armies will be taken up in the 
Washington discussions under 
President Roosevelt's promise to 
extend all possible aid to the So- 
viets in their fight against Ger- 
many. 


U.S.-SOVIET TALKS 


The disclosure of Golikov’s trip 
to the United States came after a 
conference at the American Em- 
bassy in which potential U.S. aid 
to the Soviets was discussed by 
Maisky, US. Ambassador John G. 
Winant and Harry L. Hopkins, con- 
fidante of President Roosevelt and 
administrator of the American 
lease-lend program. 

Maisky was said to have visited 
the embassy primarily to see Hop- 
kins on the question of American 
aid under the lease-lend program 
and Winant took part in the con- 
versation. 

One of the questions discussed, 
it was believed, was what American 
essential supplies Britain might be 
willing to forego in {favor of the 
Soviet Union. 

The talk was reported to have 
coincided with the inauguration of 
more intensified aid to the Soviets. 
It was understood that General 
Golikev was going to Washington 
in this connection. 

After leaving the American em- 
bassy Maisky conferred with Brit-

The Soviet Government was un- 
derstood to be pleased at the er-

SAN FRANCISCO, July 25 (UP). 
—At least 4% Japanese ships bound 
for Pacific Coast ports today were 
believed to have heaved to at sea, 
fearing retaliation from the United 
States for Japan's imminent move 
into Indo-China. 

Shipping circles believed the ships 
were waiting to see whether the 
United States would freeze Japa- 
nese assets and seize Japanese ships 
in American ports, and whether 
Central and South American na- 
tions would follow suit. 

The estimate of the number of | 
vessels was besed on the normal | 
movement of all Japanese ships into 
all Pacific ports, in North, Central 
and South America. 

Although Japanese consular au- 
thorities said they knew nothing of 
such a move, informed quarters 
said the orders to “heave to” ap- 
parently tame from Tokyo Wed- 
nesday night. This would be in- 


three “Japanese ships docked on 
schedule in Pacific Coast ports 
Wednesday, but the imer Tatu 
Maru, scheduled to arrive at 6 A.M. 
yesterday, with a $3,000,000 cargo, 
of silk, has not yet arrived, and 
has not been heard from. 

The Tatu Maru's failure to ar- 
rive evidently caught the Nyk Line, 
which operates her, by surprise. 
Longshoremen were waiting to un- 
load the cargo, and a special train 
was standing by to rush it to New 
Jersey silk mills.

Flayed by ASU 


Jim-CrowGeorgia 
Governor Hit as Peril 
to Defense 


— — 


The American Student Union 
yesterday denounced Governor Eu- 
gene Talmadge of Georgia for 
flaunting “the spirit of every long- 
founded tradition of American edu- 
cation” by packing the State Board 
of Education with ‘yes-men’ in or- 
der to control the Jim-Crow, un- 
democratic policies of education in 
the state. 


The charges, made in an oven let- 
ter to the Governor, on behalf of 
the Student Union's 20,000 members, 
demanded that control 
education in the state be taken from 
the hands of poll-taxers and put 
into the “hands of the representa- 
tives of the people themselves.” 

The statement was signed by 
Richard Bancroft, national chair- 
man of the ASU and a student ot 
Howard University, noted Negro in- 
stitute, and Miss Mabel King, of 
Tennessee, national organization 
secretary. 

Attacking the Governor's con- 
tempt for equal rights in the school 
system and his open flouting of the 
constitutional rights of American 
citizens, the letter said that his “re- 
cent un-American blitzkrieg against 
the Georgia school system,” was in 
reality a “blow against the national 
defense of these United States.” 

The Governor’s policies of seg- 
regation between Negro and white 
students, his recent ousting of noted 
Georgia educators who refused to 
kowtow to his fascist racial theories 
in education, his opposition to any 
federal aid to education, his Jim- 
Crow reactionary grip vn the selec- 
tion of School Board members—all 
came into attack by the American 
Student Union. 

“We want to build up a stronger 
and more democratic educationai 
system in America,” said the letter, 
“so that we can play our proper 
part in the defense of this nation 
and of the worid from the critical 
menace of fascism.” 

“Your policies,” concluded the 
statement, “merely impede, obstruct 
and subyert such anti-fascist unity.”

Little change his testimony to say 
that the YCL is a “secret” or- 
ganization and that ſt had branches 
in schools. Little had testified 
that the branches were on a com- 
munity basis. It wants him to say 
that he helped organize the Amer- 
ican Student Union, which he de- 
nied. Other testimony changes 
were likewise demanded. 

The persecution became still 
more fantastic when the commit- 
tee presented a hypothetical ques- 
tion. Little had testified that the 
YCL had no membership lists.

Little said he could not answer 
such hypothetical questions.

Attorney Brodsky sharply attack- 
ed the committee in court for such 
tactics. Brodsky pointed out that 
hypothetical questions of that sor 
were ruled out by the courts. 

Brodsky denounced the whole 
basis of the “contempt” charge. 

ANSWERED ALL QUESTIONS 

Little could not be jailéd for 
“contempt,” growing out of al- 
leged refusal to answer committee 
questions, he said. The witness 
had answered every question put 
to him. 5 

The statute clearly states, said 
Brodsky, that the papers served 
on the witness accused of contempt 
should specify the questions that 
he refused to answer. 

This Was not done. Little was 
not told what questions the com- 
mittee wanted him to answer. If 
sent to prison he would not know 
what questions he must answer 
before he could be released. 

Little could be jailed for life, 
theoretically, if the committee has 
its way in putting him in prison 
until he answers questions “satis- 
factorily.” 


War Dep't Plans 
Construction of 
New Cantonments 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (UP) .— 
The War Department today 
planned speedy construction of 
four additional cantonménts in 
connection with the projected 
doubling of the armored force. 

The new cantonment sites will 
be announced soon, officials said. 

The Army has surveyed 23 sites 
under a $15,000,000 program voted 
by Congress to permit the Army 
to plan “for all future eventuali- 
ties“ The armored division can- 
tonments will be selected from the 
surveyed sites. 

The sites would accommodate an 
army of 2,800,000 men, officials 
said, as compared to the existing 
force of 1,500,000. As result, im- 
mediate construction will be con- 
fined to cantonments for the ar- 
mored forces, which the Army has 
Stressed in its program for in- 
creased mechanization.

Federation, 2667 Eighth Ave. 

The letter was read for the pur- 
pose both of scotching whispered 
rumors that Abbebe was not the 
alftthorized representative in the 
United States of the Emperor of 
Ethiopia and to give a background 
sketch of the situation in Ethiopia 
Since expulsion of the bulk of the 
fascists and the return of that 
ccuntry’s rightful rulers.

Red baiting has been officially 
and publicly denounced not only by 
the International President of the 
Federation, J. Finley Wilson, and 
by the President of the New York 
Local, Wilford E. Lewin, but also 
by other leaders of the orfaniza- 
tion, notably Vernal Williams, well- 
known attorney.

The passport issued to Prince Li

countries through which he had to 
pass in coming to the United States, 
was made available to delegates and 
the press. Other documents tend- 
ing to prove Abbebe’s authenticity 
were exhibited. One gathered from 
the attitude of the audience in the 
convention hall that it was wholly 
unnecessary to take these steps here, 
for everybody seemed satisfied that 
Abbebe, who sat on the platform, 
represented the Emperor of Ethiopia 
and was thus authorized to speak 
for His Highness. 

Continuing the reading of Selas- 
sie's letter, the secretary of the con- 
vention quoted the ruler of Ethiopia 
as saying that the people need arms 
and ammunition and that, once 
these essentials have been received, 
“the whole world knows our people 
will carry on the fight for their 
country and their King. 

The letter advised that Abbebe 
“follow the pclitical situation in the 
United States as it relates to Ethi- 
opia” and after urging that airplane 
pilots, nurses and doctors be per- 
suaded to volunteer for service in 
the African kingdom, directed Ab- 
bebe to consult with the British 
Ambassador at Washington about 
prompt dispatch of needed material 
aid to Ethiopia. 

Mr. Wilson followed Prince Ab- 
bebe. He declared that this organ- 
ization fought nct only for the free- 
dom of Ethiopia but also for the 
restoration of French Somaliland to 
the African people. N

We have an incredible state of affairs 
existing in this respect at the present mo- 
ment. Defense production, which is sorely

President Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., chairman 
Of the Board of the General Motors Corp., 
reported only yesterday that this backlog 

amounts to $1,200,000,000 for that one con-

Municheer Sullivan Hasn't 
Heard of Profiteering 


» Mr. Mark Sullivan, Herald Hribune col- 
umnist, became aware of rising prices Tues- 
day. “That they will continue to rise is com- 
monly apprehended,” he commented, 

Mr. Sullivan's concern about the problem 
was quickly discovered to be directed at one 
point—to assert that high prices arise from 
“high wages” to the workers and “high 
prices for crops” to the farmers. “Pressure 
groups” he called the workers and the farm- 
ers, as though together they do not consti- 
tute the overwhelming majority of all the 
human beings in the United States. What 
Sullivan argued for, in a nutshell, was wage 
cutting and reduction of returns to farmers 
—in the name of fighting rising prices! 

Has this gentleman never heard of un- 
reasonable profiteering, and does he not know 
that it is basically the cause of ballooning 
living costs? In his calculations, there is no 
such thing. Throughout the Sullivan column, 
the word “profiteering” is not permitted to 
obtride itself. This is not at all surprising. 
As a leading Munichman, Sullivan is opposed 
to adequate American defense. And undue 
profiteering is precisely the canker which 
is of the utmost.injury to that popular morale 
and that healthy economy so essential to the 
maximum in American national security. 

Those who. stand for genuine and ¢om- 
plete defense for the United States against 
Hitlerite world conquest cannot share Sulli- 
van’s conscious blindness as to profiteering. 
The Roosevelt administration has stated that 
this abuse exists. Various governmental 
agencies have indicated that it is a menace. 
It is such profiteering which is the occasion 
for the present boosts in living costs—to the 
workers, farmers and the rest of the common 
people. 

And yet, the administration has done 
nothing effective to curb this evil up to date.
